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God who haſt commanded us to.make our Addreſs to thee in Times 
9 of Trouble, with this Promiſe, That thou wilt. deliver us ; To rhe 
" end that we may render our moſt humble./Thanks unto thee : We 
proſtrate our ſelves in an extraordinary manner before the Throne of thy 
Holy Majeſty, to implore thy Succour from on high, in this preſent Con- 
junCture, to travel for the Deliverance of thy Church. Thou knoweſt, O 
God, how many Evils they have been made to ſuffer hitherto, and the De- 
ſigns wherein the carthly Potentates have combined to deſtroy and root 
them out, if it were poſlible. from off the Face of the Earth. We may fay 
with David, Why do the nations rage, and wherefore do the Kings of the Earth, 
and the Princes, take Conſultations together again(t the Eternal, and againſt his 
Anointed 2 Yea, great God, 'tis againſt thee they are ſet, ſince they would 
deſtroy the Truth of thy Word, and ſet up an Idolatrous Worſhip, which 
is abominable in thy Eyes.” Look down, O God, from the higheſt Heavens, 
upon the Afflictions of thy People, and come down from the high Throne 
of thy Glory, to overthrow and confound their Counſels and Combinations, 
which tend to no leſs than the Oppreſſton of thy poor Children, who groan 
under the heavy Load of Perſccution. 

Aſſemble rhe Kings and Princes that ſerve thee in Purity, to defend thy 
Cauſe; make them Victorious over thy Enemies; and do thou, Great God 
of Hoſts, make their Hands fit tor War, and furround them with thy Pro- 
teaion. In Particular, we pray thee, vouchſale thy Grace and Favour to 
thy Servant the Prince of ORANGE, whohath been particularly Aﬀected 
with the Reproach and Injuries done, and which they would ſtill do to thy 
Church : Maintain his Cavle, ſeeing 1t is thine own; and Grant him thy 
Favour, that he may be Victorious over his Enemies. His Enterpriſe is Dan- 
gerous, but what can he not do, 14 ſuſtained by thy good Hand 2 Command 
the Sea and its Boiſterous Waves to be Still before kim : bind up Contrary 
Winds, and let none Blow bur what may be favourable to him.  _ 
Thou, O Great God! who ſometimes faidſt to Fo/hua, by thy Servant Meo- 
ſes, Be ſtrong and of good Courage, do thou ſtrengthen and Envigorate this 
Great PRINCE, this Leader of thy People, this Great Joſhua, whom 
thou haſt Raiſed up to ns, as another ZeruZbabed, to build up thy Jeruſalem, 
That he may be girded with thy Power and Might, That he may be Una- 
fraid in the greateit of Dangers; That he may have the Strength of Sampſon, 
the Succeſs of Gig, the Victories of David; And that finally after the fig- 
nal Victories, that thou inalt Crown him with, he may be a Prince Peacea- 
ble as Solomon : Approve, O Lord, the Bleſſing which we joyn in with him : 
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© ©. The Eternal, ( O Great PRINCE )anfſwer thee in the Day of Trou- 
*© ble; The Name of the God of Jacob, be thy Safe Refuge, and ſend thee 
** Succour from his Holy Place, and Suſtain thee. out of $92, and remember 
* all the Offerings which he giveth thee, according to thy Heart, and fulfil 
* all thy Counſel. - | 
 O Lord, thou knoweſt, That thou broughteſt this great PRINCE into 
the World,as it were by a Miracle; thou, haſt Preſerved him by the ſame Mi- 
raculous Power: Thou haſt been his God'from his Mothers Womb, Thou haſt 
laid thy ProteRing Hands-on. his Knees, and Preterved him from the Hands 
of his Enemies ;, -Ehou haſt hitherto wrought Gxeat Things by his Valour 
and Courage; Thy Pcople look upon him as the Pillar of thy Church ; 
And wouldeſÞ thou, Great. God, Deprive them. of this Support, which in 
this UnhaPpy. Times*all dur Conſolation 2 Remember, O Eternal God, 
the Travels of his" Fore fathers, tor the Eſtabliſhment and Maintaining of 
thy Holy Goſpel; they ; have Experienced'in a thouſand Occaſions, That 
thou haſt been their God, Thou haſt Preſerved them in Wars, in Sicges, in 
Battles, and in a thouſand Dangers. 


 *We hope, Lord, of thy Great Mercy, That thou wilt {till Prote&, with thy 
Great Power, this P RIN CE, who has many Formidable Enemies againſt his 
Head. Shorten, O Lord, Shorten rather.our Days than thoſe of ſo Precious a 
Perſon. Let thy Holy Angels Encamp round about him ; Make them fight 
for him, as once thou didfſt in the Days of Sexnacherib, to Deſtroy thoſe Ido- 
laters, who would Oppoſe themſelves againſt thy Armies; And Lend, O 
Lord, the Guards of thy Grace and thy Truth, That this Prince may Ac- 
compliſh his Juſt Enterprize, and that thy Charch may ſet up its Banners, 
and fing a Holy Song, God is Ariſen, aud his Enemies are Scattered ; Hallelu- 
jah, Hallelujah! Salvation aud Power belong to our Eternal God. 

Bear up, Heavenly Father, ' the Heart of his Illuſtrious Conſort, Her 
Royal Highneſs, the PRINCESS of ORANGE, in this Tryal ; For- 
tifie her againſt all the Fears, which may ſeize her Royal Heart ; and ſay 
to her Soul, That thou wilt give Deliverance to her Spouſe, and that no 
Evil ſhall come near his Tent. Hear, Holy Father, the fervent Prayers, 
which ſhe ſendeth up before thy Preſence ; That thy Good Spirit may be 
with her, to Comfort her in this Tryal; Thar none may come near her Sa- 
cred Perſon, but the bringers of Good Tidings : Thou wilt do it, O Lord, 
ſeeing thou haſt filled her Heart with the Fear of thy great Name : She 
hoperh in thee, Grant that ſhe may never be put to Confuſion : Preſerve 
her in Lite, 'in Health, to the End, That being raiſed up to the High Dig- 
nity, which' we ſo ardently Wiſh, She may be a Nurfſing-Mother of thy 
Church, the Eſther of the Age, a Bleſſed Mary, and bring forth another 
Saviour to the World; who may Defend thy Church, and cauſe thy Goſpel 
tobeccarried to. the utmoſt Ends of the Earth. . 

"Alas! O Lord, we might expect all this Grace with Aſſurance, were we 
not great Sinners: But as we find our ſelves extreamly Culpable, we are 
mm continual Fears ; ſtrengthen us, O Eternal God, by thy Holy Mercy, 
blot out our great Sins, for the fake of our Saviour ; in whoſe Name we call 
upon thee, and in whoſe Words we further Pray : Oar Father, &&g. 
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
